WOODSTOCK, Ont., Nov. 14.—This 


morning dawned bright and clear; it 
was one of those Indian summer days 
when men feel joy in tha living, and 
yet Gerinald Bircball awaited the hang- 
man's summons that was ready to doom 
him to death. Tho condemned man 
passed yesterday much as he had passed 
the days preceding it during the past 
few weeks. His wife was with him up 
to a late hour last night. Birchall ap- 
appeared somewhat unnerved yesterday 
and more inclined to reticence and 
gravity than on tho previous day. He 
spent much of his time with Kev. H. 
Wade, his spirtual advisor, and friends. 


Mrs. BirchaH has borne up wonder- 


fully under the strain but spent most of 
yesterday in her bed. Death-watchman 
Mighuely said to the United Press re- 
porter last night, "Birohall will make 
no confession; he says he has nothing 
to confess and persists that ho is inno- 
cent. Whether this is true or not ho 
has got wonderful nerve. His inter- 
views with his wife have been veiy 
harrowing to witness. He has told her 
just what he told me, that he did not do 
the actual shooting, but he had a fair 
trial by tho jury and he'd have to 
swing." Mrs. West-Jones, Mrs. Bir 
ohftll's sister, has been with her through 
all the trying scenes and recently she 
was reinforced by the arrival of Mrs, 
Ingalls, of Montreal, a wealthy widow 
who has taken, an interest in the un- 
happy woman, though she had not 
known her previous to her coining to 
Woodstock. 


An application made to tie attor- 


ney general by Mrs, Birchall's solicitors 
for leave to take the body homo to Eng- 
land was denied in the terse words: 
'•The law must be carried out in all its 
provisions," so that Bircball will be 
baried in the jail yard. The reception 
of this news, it is believed, also com- 
pletely unnerved Biroball's wife. When 
the telogram was brought to the Com- 
mercial hotel, where she is stopping, she 
sat by tho window awaiting it. Her, at- 
torney read to her the dispatch, and she 
broke down completely on learning its 
contents. The action of the govern- 
ment in refusing this last sad request ie 
severely commented upon by people 
here. 


Tho officials at the jail were astir as 


early as 6 this morning and some of 
them were seen oil night. Bircball had 
not slept, but bad watched aud prayed 
through the dreary hours with Eev. 
Mr. Wade, whose loyal kindness and 
Christian devotion has been wonderful. 
Breakfast was served to the prisoner at 
6 o'clock by Deputy Whitehead, and 
consisted of three poached eggs, canned 
peaches, canned blackberries and coffee. 
Bircball partook of all with his usual 
appetite and even greed, and when they 
brought it he received them with an at- 
tempt at jest and a pleasant "good 
morning." 
Bev. Mr. Wade joined him 


in a cup of coffee. 
Soon afterwards

Chambetlain entered the cell and the 
death warrant was read to the con- 
demned man. 


As the fatal words were being read 


Birohall shuddered at it, and turning to 
his friend, said: 
"Take hold of my 


hand, old man." The request was 
quickly complied. with and tho two 
friends stood 
together. 
"Have you 


anything to say against tho warrant of 
the law being fulfilled," asked Inspector 
Chamberlain finally when the bheriff 
cea'sod reading, and Birchall replied: 
"I have nothing to say." 


At 8 o'clock the prisoner wag taken to 


ist. The young men had given Birchall 
about $800 each, in return for which he 
was to pay their passage and afterwards 
pay them a percentage of the farm. 


They arrived in New York, February 


14, and proceeded to Buffalo where they 
put up at tha Stanford house. On 
Monday, February 17, Birohall and 
Benweiil left for Canada to look at the 
farm. Mrs. Birchall and Pelly remain- 
ing behind. At Niagara Falls tickets 
were bought for Eastwood, a village on 
the line of the Grand Trunk railway. 
Arriving there, the two men set out to 
walk to the farm, taking a road that was 
known in the neighborhood as "dismal 
swamp." In that lonely spot Birohall 
shot Benwell twice from behind, the 
bullets entering Bonwell's head aud kill- 
ing him instantly.

can do iu disturbing the planetary 
family by crossing the enn's equator 
which occurs to-morrow. The effect 
was felt, to some extent, in the last 
storm, but its principal influence is 
felt in the evening np process after it 
has disturbed the electric equilibrium 
by crossing the sun's equator. It's 
effects are seen principally in the in- 
creases of rains, enowe, sleets and foggy, 
muddy weather. 


The next storm wave will be due to 


leave the Pacific coast about the 16tb, 
cross the great valley from the 17th to 
19th and reach the Alantio coast about 
the 20th. It will become a furious 
storm about the 223, when it will be on 
the middle of the north Atlantic and at 
the same time another approaching 
storm will be very severe on the Pacific 
coast; a third one will be in Central 
Asia and a fourth in Central Europe. 
Our storm will pass throjgh the south- 
ern states causing cold weather north of 
the storm and warm weather south of it. 
A very considerable amount of snow 
and ma may be expected from this 
storm wave. 


I believe that 1892 will be a year of 


the most disastrous storms experienced 
in recent times, I do not know of a 
time in the past when the disturbing 
forces were so great cs they promise to 
be in 1892. From 1880 to 1884 the dis- 
turbing elements were quite active on 
account of Uranus being at its equinoc- 
tial, where the earth is in March, but 
in 1892 two of the graatest planets in 
the sokr system will pass their equinoc- 
tials about the same time. In January 
1892, Jupiter will be at his equinoctial 
and at perihelion, or about 42,000,000 
miles nearer the earth than when he 
passed his equinoctial in 1886. The 
equator of Jupiter will 
be toward 


the sun and his greatest electrical force 
will be felt throughout the earth's orbit 
for six moathis before and after that 
date. 


In August, 1892, Saturn will pass its 


equinoctial, where the earth is in March, 
and its full eleotricalforce will be felt 
by the sun and earth for twelve months 
before and after that date. At that time 
the edge of Saturn's rings will be toward 
the earth—the rings coincide with 
Saturn's equator—and cannot then ba 
seen except through powerful telesoopes. 
These two great planets—Jupiter is 300 
times larger than the earth, 
while 


Saturn is nearly as large—will be on 
oppoi-ite sides of tho sun, with their 
equators toward the sun and toward 
each other.

land first, they can better afford to miss 
some other countries. Our first city to 
explore was Cork, old but solid, with 
well paved streets, and beautifully situ- 
ated on the Silver Lee; a trip down the 
Lee to Qaeenetown is one picture of 
gardens, hills and villas, to be found no 
where else. To do Blarney castle prop 
erly, we trnsted ourselves to the ups and 
downs of the gay outside cart, or "honld 
ons," and enjoyed the six mile drive as 
much as the country maiden would her 
first stradd'e on a merry go round horse 
at a country fair.

And 
yet Ireland is probably the lovliest 
country in the world, the luxuriance of 
vegetation, the prolific growth of every- 
thing, grand scenery and picturesque 
landscape, added to their good climate 
and yon have a little paradise. 
Now if 


yon could only unite all 
Irishmen 


under one banner by uniting them 
under one religion, which, however, 
never can be done, I see no reason why 
the brains, ingenuity and enterprise of 
these people should not accomplish 
home rule and be a powerful nation, 
and in place of driving away their citi- 
zens, draw them on again. Now that is 
the Irish question in a nutshell with 
this additional explanation, as occnriug 
tome while traveling there: The south 
of Ireland, or home rule district, will 
talk to yon of famine and cursed Eng- 
land, 
get 
to 
the 
north 
and 


they 
will 
tell 
yon there is no 


famine 
and say, "we 
are 
satis- 


fied, only give us a fair show, and if the 
south will only let alone their politics 
and attend to business they, too, will be 
all right." Speaking to a party of these 
"southern gentlemen" in our hotel at 
Belfast, and before locating them and 
their politics, I mentioned this little 
subject of Irish politics, but to have 
them jump on us and like united Ire- 
land demand who told us that. We 
mentioned the gentleman's name, a 
prominent merchant. "Oh ho! That 
renegade, the loikea o him would let 
poor Ireland starve to fill his own pock- 
ets," etc., etc. 


Why such a country as Ireland should 


go begging, I cannot see, and Jet it be 
said to its credit, it is not begging, at 
least so the business men say, and we 
have seen dozens of papers (not EDK 
lish, either) which, after thorough in^ 
vestigation, say there ia no famine, but 
a great deal of politics. So you have 
your choice, and after a person has 
thoroughly digested all the points, for 
and against, you can say, as others have 
said: "Poor Ireland." 


If anybody hue the faintest hope of 


Messrs. Dillon and O'Brien's policy, or 
better. Parnell's policy, resulting in a 
benefit to Ireland, their contributions 
to the famine fund will be expended 
judiciously for that purpose, no doubt, 
the policy fund. 


Irish hotels are very poor, and very 


dear to strangers, the various systems 
of relieving one of his funds are BO in- 
genious and exasperating, we finally 
threw ourselves on the tender mercy 
of the landlady, and let her help herself, 
which she did; and that was more satis 
factory, at least, than to have the waiters 
jump on your trunk, demand your 
hands up, and after listening to their 
ingenious recital of how, "twice two is 
eight," go through our pockets. 
* One hotel displayed a sign "Electric 
Kiosk and Holophote," which my friend 
Edgerton 
interpreted 
as 
"Electric 


Finder and Extractor." 


They found ours in great shape. 
There is a great rush of tourists to see 


Ireland, as railroads and resorts are do- 


The lakes of Killarney are best describ- 
ed by saying, the longer you examine 
;heir beauties, the less suitable will your 
words of praise seem to you, and deserv- 
edly they can well be placed on the 
same list with Italy, the Bhine, and 
Switzerland, as far as scenery is con- 
cerned. 


The most surprising attraction, in this 


region, is the tropical luxuriance of veg- 
etation; as beautiful, dense and varied 
as in a southern climate. 


The Giant's causeway was built some 


thousands of years ago. by a race of 
giants, to connect Ireland with Scot- 
land. They 
completed some 
forty 


thousand p.llars, when something hap- 
pened, which the oldest citizen cannot 
recall just now, and the work remains 
in an unfinished state, the wonder aud 
perplexity of scientists. No two pillars 
are alike in shape, and yet all fit as 
closely in their places (one nest to 
the other), as a Mosaic pattern; no 
bad joints, and no oraoks. The pillars 
are of a dark colored rock, almost black, 
some fifteen to forty feet above groaud. 
and each pillar composed of a succession 
of stones about eighteen inches thick, 
each one alike, to a line, and having a 
convex and concave end, the concave 
side of one stone fitting snugly over the 
convex end of the lower stone, one on 
top of the other until one pillar is 
formed, which is as solid as one solid 
stone, and yet a man with a good crow- 
bar could take the whole Giant's Cause- 
way to pieces. 


Those who are incredulous, and don'l 


believe the Giant fable, attribute the 
formation to volcanic origin, but as in 
the other case, the old citizens have 
forgotten or cannot recall the volcanic 
incident, hence the mystery and per- 
plexity of tourists. 


Of Dublin we can say it is a beauti- 


ful city, wide streets, exceedingly well 
paved, grand public buildings, and a 
metropolitan air very refreshing to 
traveler, coming unprepared to Ireland 
and expecting to see poor Ireland. 
O'Connell street and bridge can be com- 
pared favorably with any similar street 
in Europe; some 200 feet wide, full of 
fine monuments and costly buildings, 
as clean aa stone can be cleaned, and 
during the day and evening crowded 
with vehicles, tramways and pedestri- 
ans, including as handsome and well 
dressed ladies as the Paris Boulevarc 
can show, and the costly stone bridge 
as wide as the street and pretty as 
panorame picture, make a picture worth 
while seeing. While Belfast has fewer 
public building than Dublin, the latter 
being the capital and oldest city, the 
former has finer and more modern busi- 
ness buildings, and will impress 
stranger with its resemblance to an 
American city. It 
has* tome 250,OOC 


inhabitants, is the great manufacturing 
city of Ireland aud enjoys at present a 
great boom. The great linen factories 
are located here employing some thou- 
sands of hands each. We were con- 
ducted through one of the factories and 
saw the process, from the handling of 
the rough hemp to the finish of the 
finest damask linens, table and handker- 
chiefs. In conversation with the fore- 


man, 
we got a draft of the great com- 


mercial bug-bear, the McKinley Turifl 
bill, and its effect on Belfast industries. 
There is no doubt but that Belfast and 
ite present boom, will go very flit, and 
if it escapes a panic, ought to feel grate- 
ful. Fully three fourths of the linen 
production goes to the United States, 
and almost all the fine grades. It ap- 
pears that the manufacturers seriously 
fear losing all this business, and having 
no prospects of finding other markets at 
once, have, as we were informed, con- 
sidered, and are at present invebtigat-

runs its own system of yard railway 
service with nine locomotives and some 
hundreds of cars, pays the highest 
wages in Dublin, has made half a dozen 
millionaires, purchnsed a great title for 
one man, spent a million or two in en- 
dowments to institutions for the poor 
and invalids, and has the privilfge by 
virtue of originality of advertising the 
Guineas Stout as the only and genuine, 
with the name blown in the foam. 


As Glasgow offers no great attractions 


to tourists outside of the very interest- 
ing trip up the Clyde, we contented 
ourselves with a half day's stroll and 
proceeded to Edinburg, the most ro- 
mantic and beautifully situated city in 
the kingdom -some claim in the world.

These two great planets— Jupiter IS WO 
times larger than the earth, while 
Saturn is nearly as large— will be on 
opposite aides of the sun, with their 
equators toward the Bun and toward 
each other.
